From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 5. 
Lemberg, March 7. Count Billardy, who came 
hither the qth Inftant, had been feveral times in 
Conference with the Field-Marthal Siniawski, and 
is fince gone to the Czar of Mufcovy: ’Tis thought 
he had tome Inftructions from the Emperour, becaufe 
he is going into the Service of his Imperial Majefty. 
All the Endeavours King Staniflaus has us'd to bring 
over that Field-Marthal to bis lacereft, have prow’d 
fruitlefs. Colionel Swinzarski, who tis faid held 
a fecret Correfpondence with the King of Sweden, 
and the better to conceal it brought fome Swedes 
Prifoners to the Ficld-Marfhal, was ar the fame 
time put into Priion by his Order, and loaded with 
Irons: To Day that Generai has fent Orders to all 
the Officers to repair to their Regiments, and to 
hold theynteives in readinefs to march upon the firft 
Notice. He wiil likewife go himfelf to the Army, 
but what his Defigns are is not known. General 
‘Rubissky is with his Body near Pinzeezna 3 Leagues 
from Warfaw,and has receiv’d Orders from the Field- 
Marfhal to march and attack the Way wode of Kiow, 


who is with fome Troops in the Waywodhhip of 


Plosko, and to joyn afterwards the Army of the 
Crown, M. Wiferinski, Collonel in the Forces un- 
der General Smiegielski, is taken Prifoner by Gene- 
ral Ribinski. Prince Ragotfzy has bought the Lord- 
fhip of Jarcflow, and feveral other Eftates belonging 


to the Family of Sobietsky, and Lubomirsky.

Mittau, March20. By Leters from Lithuania 
we hear, thar the King of Sweden at the Head 
of five Swedith Regiments, and of 1500 Walachi- 
ans, Had purfu’d the Mufcovites from Grodno, for 
30 Leagues together, till he came to Sworfoni, 
where he arriv’d the 4th of this Month, and intends 
to ftay till his other Troops come up, there being a 
fufficient Quantity of Forage and Provifions in thac 
Neighbourhood, the Mufcovites not having laid 
Wafte the Country, becaufe it belongs to M. Pocei, 
and other Lords of the Confederacy of Sendomir. 
A Party of Poles have taken three Waggons loaded 
with Money belonging to Prince Menzikoff, and 
kill’'d 30 Mufcovite Dragoons that guarded it. The 
Mulcovite Brigadier, whom the Czar had put into 
Prifon, for not having well defended the Bridge of 
Grodno, has found means to efcape, and get to the 
King of Sweden’s Camp, where be is well receiv'd. 
General Lewenhaupt continues in this Town, but is 
preparing to march with his Troops in 2 few Days 
to joyn the Army of the King of Sweden. We 
hear that the Swedes in Finland bave by Surprize 
taken Peterbourg, a ftrong Fortre{s belonging ro the 
Mufcovites: That the Inhabitants of Dorpt have 
been carry’d to Mofcow with their Wives and Chil- 
dren to the Number of 1400 Souls: and feeing the 
Mufovites are carrying away the Cannon and Am- 
munition of that Place, together with the Effects of 
the Inhabitants, ‘tis beliey’d they intend to demolifh 

nd deftroy it by Fire.
